At  its  meeting,  during  the  ses- 
sion ot  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion held  with  the  church  in  Gren- 
ada, the  State  Convention  Board 
asked  that  a church  building  fund 
bo  created,  and  the  churches 
throughout  tho  State  he  asked  to 
make  contributions  to  that  fund, 
that  weak  clutches  may  be  helped 
to  strength  and  efficiency.

Then 
he  told  the  people  'what  the  Lord 
had  put  into  his  heart  to  do,  and 
inspired  them  wiljh  courage  to 
arise  and  build,  an(l  thus  to  cist 
off  their  reproach.  Proceeding  upon 
the  principle  of  th^  division  oi  ls 
bor,  he  soon  had  the  walls  half 
finished,  but  a goajd  work  rarely 
proceeds  to  completion  without 
the  antagonism  and  hindrance  of 
obstructionists.

The  Ezaniinfr : Christians  are 
often  exhortod  nowadays^  to  open 
their  minds  to  the  truth  and  give 
it  cordial  welcome,  whencesoever 
it  may  come.}  The  sdvictj  is  good. 
All  truth  is  of  God  and  sboqld 
never  be  unwelcome  to  Gqd's  chil- 
dren. But  ii  is  possible!  to  con- 
found  open-mindedness  pith  ere" 
dnlity,  and,  in  the  desir#  to  wel- 
come truth,  (to  fail, to  distinguish 
between  truti  snd  error.  It  does 
not  follow  that,  because  the  alleged 
discovery  of  |a  brand  new  truth  is 
announced  with  a flourish  of  trum- 
pets and  on  tjie  authority  of  great 
names,  the  mind  is  to  bo  thrown 
open  to  it  without  question.  It 
may  be — suc^i  instances  have  oc- 
curred  an  egregious  falsehood  in 

the  gnise  of  fruth.  The  Apostle 
Paul’s  advice  is,  “Prove  all  things; 
bold  fast  fAaf  \which  is  good,”  Yes, 
by  all  means,  let  us  wolcome  every 
truth,  but  first  let  us  be  snre  that 
it  is  truth  au4  not  error. 

Central  Baptist : Pedo-Baptist  de- 
nominations have  never  bad  the 
courage  to  a>k  themselves  about 
the  status  ol  fhoir  baptised  chil- 
dren. Somet  mes  they  represent 
them  as  bein  5 in  the  church  and 
sometimes  «»  not  being  in  it.  Tn*  *r 
ecclesiology  sEcras  to  have  a series 
of  veils  cutting  off  the  approach  of 
full  membership  and  concealing 
part  of  the  passage  way  so  that  it 
is  impossible  to  know  just  where 
the  young  people  belong.  All  of 
them  areagrOed  in  withholding 
the  Supper  f^om  them  and  thus 
they  seem  to  locate  them  outside 
the  borders  ofjehurob  membership. 
A prominent  $ew  York  pastor  at 
the  recent  Congregational  council 
protested  against  this  anomalous 
indefiniteness  and  insisted  that  the 
children  have  ias  much  righf  to  one 
of  tho  ordinances  as  the  other. 
Among  other  things  he  said,  “If 
baptism  goes  by  household  so 
ought  also  thei  Eucharist.  A new 
glory  will  corale  into  our  churches 
when  parents  and  their  children 
shall  take  the  jbread  and  wjine  to- 
gether.” IUift  difficult  to  s*o  how 
they  can  resist  his  reasoning.  It 
is  folly  to  answer  that  o^ildron 
are  not  capable  of  understanding 
significance  of  fthe  Supper.  Neither 
have  they  a single  thought  as  to 
the  moaning  of  spriukling.  If  one 
ordinance  can  be  thrust  upon  them, 
so  may  the  othjer. 

Falsehood  may  have  its  hoar, 
bat  it  has  no  future.
